Peru Firemen 
Return To Jobs 


PERU, Ind (I'Pl> 
The 30 m embers of the city fire 
department returned to work Wednesday night, but the 
city council president quit in a huff, a p p a re n tly 
disagreeing with a court ordered settlement. 
Council president Richard Weinke handed his resigna­ 
tion to Mayor Edward Moon following a hearing during 
w Inch Miami Circuit Judge Everett West ordered firemen 
and I fie city council to resume talks on proposed salaries 
West also ordered firemen back to work, ending a strike 
wInch started Saturday in a dispute over those wage 
negotiations 
However, late W ednesday the P eru city council 
approved on third leading a wage ordinance which gave 
police and firemen a 6 per cent salary boost Firemen 
wanted 20 per cent 
Inclusion of an outside attorney in the bargaining 
sessions had been a key element of the firemen’s walkout 
Saturday They felt the board had an advantage with its 
attorney present 
Weinke contended tin- local agreement should be settled 
w.thout outsiders involved 
During the strike 
volunteers and firefighters from 
Grissom Air Force Base answered alarm s at Peru

Carrasco, arm ed with three 
. 38 c a 11 he r reve j I v e r s , i»r dt■ r ed 
bedding, food, pillows, water, 
aspirin and a hot tit* of liquid 
antacid sent to his fortress in a 
classroom of the prison library 
“ The assumption was made 
they were bedding down for the 
night 
a prison official said 
They m ade no fu rth e r de 
m a u d s ” 
The hostages, eight ot them 
women, were four librarians, 
six instructors, a prison guard 
and a Catholic chaplain, the 
Rev. 
Joseph 
O’Brien. 
The 
status of the fourth prisoner 
was unclear, but he appeared 
to he an inmate hostage. 
Carrasco 
released 
O’Brien 
with a list of demands five 
hours after the seige began 
Wednesday. 
"W e’re doing everything we 
can,” O’Brien said. “ He said he 
is serious and he means it.” 
Prison psychologist Don Kirk 
patrick said, ‘‘We have a policy 
that no prisoners with hostages 
will be released ” 
Ron Taylor, a prison informa 
tion officer, 
said Carrasco’s 
demands were not "for reform 
or program changes 
they’re 
asking how to get out of here.” 
Carrasco was sentenced to 
life in prison in January after 
pleading guilty to assault to 
murder a San Antonio police 
man. 
He was captured one year 
and two days ago today during 
a shootout at a San Antonio 
motel in which he was wounded 
four times 
After 
taking 
the 
hostages 
shortly after 1 p m Wednesday. 
Carrasco gave prison officials

Bexar County (San Antonio» 
County Sheriff’s Sergeant Fred 
Cropper 
said 
Carrasco, 
the 
reputed 
mastermind 
of 
a 
rnultimillion dollar dope smug 
gling operation between Mexico 
and Texas, was responsible for 
more than 50 murders 
" I t’s a known fact he’s killed 
45 people,” 
he said 
"They 
claim he was killing people left 
and right in Mexico He's just 
started here.” 
Carrasco 
was 
jailed 
in 


Mexico on a tip from subordl 
nates who wanted to muscle in 
on his operation, hut he escaped 
in 1973, vowing revenge. 


A few months later the body 
of Rene Guzman, the man who 
police believed 
took 
over 
Carrasco’s underworld empire, 
was found riddled by 145 bullet 
holes 


Following his 
arrest 
he 
agreed 
to plead 
guilty 
to 
assault 
to murder 
if 
the 
prosecution would keep his wife 
from standing trial.

R ailsb ack , 
influential 
among fellow moderates.

records of the cost of feed and 
medicine. 
Weasels, who 
fed 
Hector to SIS pounds in a 
Fide ■ere than a year, 
'ended up showing a $104.70 
leee an the calf. He had spent 
$344.25 for grain and hay 
and $42.30 for antibiotics, 
a ropo and halter, and other 
t a l , items. 


"The figures mentioned do 
not. include anything for Dan’s 
labor, management, or farm 
equipm ent,’' 
the 
Osceola 
County Herald noted in a front 
page story. 


The calf project was started 
in April of 1973 in response to 
the boycott started by con­ 
sumer groups to protest meat 
prices. The calf was provided 
free so the project could be 
completed without the FFA 
member losing any of his own 
money. 


Prices 
were

low, 
however, that, the project 
lost money even 'with 
a 
free coif. 
Doug Davidson, the FFA 
chapter adviser, said he is 
reluctant 
to

because of the risk they will 
lose money on them. 


“We can use the figures from, 
this project to show students 
what costs are involved in 
raising beef," he said. 
“This was an unusual project 
and it was a good one for the 
study of animal science.”

The Herald published regular 
reports on Hector’s progresa, 
including a story that showed 
the project slipping into the red 
about the time Hector reached

riculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
is enough of a realist to know 
that chances to shift the gov­ 
ernm ent’s mult.ib.il.lion - dollar 
domestic food relief programs 
out of his farm agency this year 
are slim, if not nonexistent. But 
he’s making it clear that such a 
transfer remains one of his long 
range goals. 
Talking to newsm en at a 
White House briefing recently,

are welfare programs, be trans­
